Care in Use of Emergency Roughage 
Vital to Operation, Says County Agent

Two m ain considerations should 
get m ajor attention if best use 
is to be m ade of the available 
feeds: »1> To use such feeds in 
such 
am ounts 
as to keep 
tho 
•lo ck alive through a period ot 
tim e; and (2) to use the foods 
w ith some thought of m aintaining 
production although curtailed by 
the supply and cost of the feed 
If there is no grass or forage 
available on the range or pasture 
It is best to 
confine anim als in a 
trap or dry lot w here they 
will 
not 
w aste energy 
w alking 
in 
search of food. 
Em ergency feeds 
will 
go fu rth er if livestock are 


bo confined. 
This will also pre­ 
vent 
destruction of grass from 
tram pling a fter it is too short for 
grazing. 
1. Only the strongest and most 
valuable stock should 
he kept. 
T he calves and lam bs should be 
weaned as early as possible. 
2. W ater and salt are always 
necessary, and the stock should 
have easy access to good w ater. 
A calcium or disodium phosphate 
m ineral 
(bone meal, mono cal­ 
cium phosphate, dicalcium phos­ 
phate* is beneficial in practically 
all areas and may be particularly 
valuable under drouth conditions 
3. Conditions govern the lower 
lim its of feed in m aintaining ani 
mal*. 
Seventeen pounds of good 
hay for a cow and four pounds of 
good hay for a ewe or nanny is 
'onsidered a m aintenance feed. 
Tile best feed should be saved 
for calving lam bing and kidding 
time. 
Use the lower quality feeds 
first and save the best feeds for 
>he w eaker stock and young bred 
inim als. 
4 More rare, labor and a tte n ­ 
tion to stock is necessary in em er­ 
gency feeding than under ordi­ 
nary 
conditions. 
Two 
general 
jenerla m ethods of feeding and 
w intering 
on 
grass 
have 
been 
ised. 
Probably the most common 
method is to feed one or two 
pounds 
of cottonseed cake 
per 
row or one-half pound per shepe 
or 
goat 
each day. 
The 
other 
m ethod is to fred twice as much 
every' second day. 
In the last 20 years many op­ 
erato rs have resorted to self feed­ 
ing cottonseed meal and salt mix 
tures. Commonly salt and cotton 
seed m eal m ixtures range from 
IO to 40 per cent of salt. 
O ther 
•alt m ixtures m ay contain ground 
tra in . 
One such m ixture con­ 


li 


slating of two parts ground sor­ 
ghum grain, two parts cottonseed 
meal and one part salt is describ­ 
ed by the A ustralians as a salt 
fodder. 
The greater the ratio of meal 
(three to one is b etter) the less 
chance 
there is for perm anent 
injury or death loss to the live­ 
stock. 
Some operators feed the salt 
and meal m ixture three or four 
weeks, 
then 
feed 
carbonaceous 
feeds for a like period. 
Practically 
any kind of hay. 
fodder or roughage can be fed as 
long as it is supplem ented w ith 
one to four pounds of cottonseed 
m eal and tw’o to four pounds of 
alfalfa hay in the case of cattle 
or one-fourth to one-third pound 
cottonseed m eal in the case of 
sheep. 
In addition to the commonly 
known hays, there are 
severel 
roughage 
m aterials w'hich have 
been used in em ergency feeds or 
as a m eans of reducing the cost 
of bulk in rations. 
G rinding to 
some extent saves the stock labor 
in digestion, but it m ust be re ­ 
mem bered th at grinding does not 
change a roughage to a concen­ 
trate. 
Cottonseed hulls are a standard 
well known roughage, very high 
in crude fibers. 30 to 45 per cent, 
and low in protein and productive 
value. 
G round cotton burs and ground 
cotton stalks have not been used 
successfully in rations for cattle 
although 
they do show higher 
values for protein and low content 
of crude fiber than 
cottonseed 
hulls. 
Ground cotton gin trash, includ­ 
ing leaf trash, a small per cent 
of im m ature seed and some lint 
and burs ha\> been used to re ­ 
place cottonseed hulls and as half 
of the roughage in m ixtures con­ 
taining ground alfalfa hay, ground 
sorghum 
grain 
and 
cottonseed 
meal. 
The value of cotton gin 
trash depends to a large extent 
on the percentage of im m ature 
seed and leaf trash. 
Feeding molasses has been low 
in cost and can be self fed or m ix­ 
ed w ith ground grains and rough­ 
ages. 
Beet, corn and cane or 
blackstrap molasses 
anp 
avail­ 
able. 
Cane 
m olasses 
contains 
contains from 20 to 25 per cent 
w ater and about 65 per cent ni­ 
trogen free extract. 
M olasses Is 
a strictly a carbonaceous feed con­ 
taining very little protein but is 
high in ash. It is rated as having 
70 to 80 per cent of the feeding 
value of corn. 
W heat is perhaps the best sin­ 
gle grain for drouth or w inter 
feeding. 
It contains about three 


per cent more protein than corn 
It should be crushed or rolled for 
cattle and Is used to b etter ad­ 
vantage when mixed w ith ground 


corn or oats and sorghum grains 
It m ust be hand fed in lim ited 
am ounts a t the outset because of 
danger from of under. 
O ats are perhaps tho best b al­ 
anced grain feed and are p articu ­ 
larly 
good 
for 
growing 
young 
stock. 
C ottonseed is another medium 
protein feed. 
It contains approx 
im ately 20 per cent crude protein 
and about 77 therm s of energy 
per IOO pounds. 
It is higher in 
productive value than 41 per cent 
protein cottonseed m eal and ap­ 
proaches the productive value of 
the b e tte r feed grains. 
The average 20 per cent pro­ 
tein com m ercially 
mixed cubes, 
meals or pellets classed as m e­ 
dium protein feeds contain about 
50 per cent nitrogen free extract. 
Most of these m ixtures are fo rti­ 


fied w ith vitam in A and contain 
trace m inerals. 
A 20 per cent protein m ixture 
can be obtained by m ixing about 
33 pounds of ll per cont protein 
cottonseed meal and 67 pounds 
of ground rom . 
Less cottonseed 
meal would be required if w heat 
were used instead of corn. 
In 
fact, about 23 pounds of cotton- 
seedseed meal and 77 pounds of 
w heat would afford a 20 per cent 
protein m ixture. 
V itam in A deficiency can be a 
problem 
particularly 
a fter 
the 
fem ales drop th eir young. 
Hay 
wdth green color, particularly a l­ 
falfa. 
supplies co ralene and 
is 
certainly one of the best drouth 
feeds. 
Stay w ith known feeds and good 
m ethods of feeding. D on’t let thi 
old anim als get down. 
Even ' f 
they can be saved, it takes a lot 
of extra work. 
The use of live­ 
stock conservation practices will 
pay off.

If we 
had to go to war, I’d certainly 
rather have him at th# head of 
our government then any other 
living American. But even more 
importantly—I’m convinced be is 
the best man to keep up OUT of 
war.

Care in Use of Emergency Rough 
Vital to Operation, Says County Agent

Two main considerations should 
get major attention if best use 
is to be made of the available 
feeds: ( I) To use such feeds in 
such 
amounts 
as 
to keep the 
stock alive through a period of 
time: and (2) to use the fQ£ds 
with some thought of maintaining 
production although curtailed by 
the supply and cost of the food 
If there is no grass or forage 
available on the range or pasture. 
It is best to confine animals in a 
trap or dry lot where they will 
not 
waste 
energy 
walking 
in 
search of food. 
Emergency feeds 
will go further if livestock are 
go confined. 
This w ill also pre­ 
vent destruction of grass from 
trampling after it is too short for 


grazing. 
1. Only the strongest and most 
valuable stock 
should 
br kept 
The calves and lambs should be 
weaned as early as possible. 
2. Water and salt are always 
necessary, and the stock should 
have easy access to good water. 
A calcium or disodium phosphate 
mineral 
(bone meal, mono cal­ 
cium phosphate, dicalcium phos­ 
phate* is beneficial in practically 
nil areas and may be particularly 
valuable under drouth conditions 
3. Conditions govern the lower 


limits of fo^d in m aintaining ani­ 
mals. 
Seventeen pounds of good 
hay for a cow and four pounds of 


good hay for a ew e or nanny is 


■onsidered a m aintonancr feed. 
The best feed should be saved 
for calving lambing and kidding 
lime. I ’sr the lower quality feeds 
first and save the hest feeds for 
*he weaker stock and young bred 
animals. 
4 More care. labor and atten­ 
tion to stock is necessary in emer 
fcency feeding than under ordi­ 
nary 
condition'. 
Two 
general 
generis methods of feeding and 
wintering 
on 
glass 
have been 
ised. Probably the most common 
method is to feed one or two 
pounds of cottonseed rake per 
row or one-half pound per shepe 
or 
goat 
each 
day. 
The other 
method is to feed twice as much 
every second day. 
In the last 20 years many op 
erators have resorted to self feed­ 
ing cottonseed meal and salt mix 
tures. Commonly salt and cotton­ 
e d meal mixtures range from 
IO to 40 per cent of salt. Other 
w it mixtures m ay contain ground 
grain. 
One 
such mixture con 


sisting of two parts ground sor­ 
ghum grain, two parts cottonseed 
meal and one part salt Is describ­ 
ed by the Australians as a salt 


fodder. 
The greater the ratio of meal 
(three to one is better) the less 
chance 
there is for permanent 
injury or death loss to the live­ 


stock. 
Some operators feed the salt 
and meal mixture three or four 
weeks, 
then 
feed carbonaceous 


feeds for a like period. 
P ra ctica lly any kind of hay. 
fodder or roughage can be fed as 
long as it is supplemented with 
one to four pounds of cottonseed 
meal and two to four pounds of 
alfalfa hay in the case of cattle 
or one-fourth to one-third pound 
cottonseed meal in the case of 


heep. 
In addition to the commor.iy 
known 
hays, there are 
several 
roughage 
materials which 
have 
been used in emergency feeds or 
as a means of reducing the cost 
of bulk in rations. 
Grinding to 
some extent saves the stock labor 
digestion, but it must be re­ 
membered that grinding does not 
change a roughage to a concen­ 
trate. 
Cottonseed hulls are a standard 
well known roughage, very high 
in crude fibers, 30 to 45 per cent, 
and low in protein and productive 
value. 
Ground cotton burs and ground 
cotton stalks have not been used 
successfully in rations for cattle 
although 
they do show higher 
values for protein and low content 
of 
crude fiher than 
cottonseed 
hulls. 
Ground cotton gin trash, includ­ 
ing leaf trash, a small per cent 
of immature seed and some lint 
and burs ha\> been used to re­ 
place cottonseed hulls and as half 
of the roughage in mixtures con­ 
taining ground alfalfa hay, ground 
sorghum 
grain 
and 
cottonseed 
meal. 
The value of cotton gin 
trash depends to a large extent 
on 
the percentage of immature 
seed and leaf trash. 
Feeding molasses has been low 
in cost and can he self fed or mix­ 
ed w ith ground grains and rough­ 
ages. 
Beet, corn and cane or 
blackstrap molasses 
arv 
avail­ 
able. 
Cane 
molasses 
contains 
contains from 20 to 25 per cent 
w ater and about 05 per cent ni­ 
trogen free extract. 
Molasses is 
a strictly a carbonaceous feed con­ 
taining very little protein but is 
high in ash. It Is rated as having 
70 to RO per cent of the feeding 
value of corn. 
W heat Is perhaps the best sin­ 
gle grain for drouth or winter 
feeding. 
It contains about three 


per cent more protein than corn 
It should be crushed or rolled for 
cattle and is used to better ad­ 
vantage when mixed with ground 


corn or oats and sorghum grains 
It must be hand fed in limited 
amounts at the outset became of 
danger from ofur.der. 


Oats are perhaps the host bal­ 
anced grain feed and are particu­ 
larly 
good 
for 
growing young 


stock. 
Cottonseed is another medium 
protein feed. 
It contains approx 
imately 20 per cent crude protein 
and about 77 therms of energy 


per IOO pounds. 
It is higher in 
productive value than 41 per cent 
protein cottonseed meal and ap­ 
proaches the productive value of 
the better feed grains. 


The average 20 per cent pro­ 
tein commercially 
mixed cubes 
meals or pellets classed as me­ 
dium protein feeds contain about 
50 per cent nitrogen free extract. 
Most of these mixtures are forti­ 


fied with vitamin A and contain 
trace minerals. 


A 20 per cent protein mixture 
can he obtained by mixing about 
33 pounds of 41 per cent protein 
cottonseed meal and 67 pounds 
of ground corn. 
Less cottonseed 
meal would be required if wheat 
were used instead of corn. 
In 
fact, about 23 pounds of cotton- 
seedseed meal and 77 pounds of 
wheat would afford a 20 per cent 
protein mixture. 


Vitamin A deficiency can be a 
problem 
particularly 
after 
the 
females drop their young. 
Hay 


with green color, particularly a1 
falfa, 
supplies coratenP and is 
certainly one of the best drouth 


feeds. 
Stay with known feeds and good 
methods of feeding. 
Don’t let thr 
old animals get down. 
Even if 
they can be saved, it takes a lot 
of extra work. 
The use of live 
stock conservation practices will 


pay off.
